counterparts in approving the 
usury law revision.

Recommendations made 
to solve delivery problem

DEXTER — A committee 
consisting of Alderman Doren 
Vancil and Jack Smarr recom­ 
mended to the City Council 
Monday night steps that the city 
may take to solve its freight 
delivery problem on Stoddard 
Street. 
The committee proposed that 
the city remove three parking 
meters on the south side of 
Stoddard Street, one on Stoddard 
Street at Elm Street, one at 24 
East Stoddard St., and one on 
Stoddard Street west of Walnut 
Street. This would allow tricks to 
deliver freight without blocking 
the flow of traffic on Stoddard 
Street, which is one of the city’s 
busiest thoroughfares. 
Alderman Vancil said meters 
will be removed from the south 
side of the street because all 
merchants on the north side were 
found to have rear loading 
facilities. A decision on the 
recommendation was tabled until 
the Jan. 20 meeting. 
Alderman Leslie Day, chair­ 
man of the solid waste committee, 
reported progress made on a solid 
waste disposal plan forthe city. 
Day said he recently inspected a 
plan which is in operation by the 
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city of Chaffee. He said he found 
the {dan quite satisfactory, but 
would recommend that Dexter 
residents use metal or plastic 
containers instead of plastic bags.

A POOR DIET IS A RISK 
The term “risk factor” is one 
the public is becoming more and 
more conscious of. Smoking is 
considered a risk factor in heart 
disease. So is high blood pressure. 
As is a family history of heart 
disease. 
Certainly, most everyone now 
knows that diet may be involved. 
Eating too much fat, or too much 
sugar, for instance, is referred to 
as a risk factor. But what is a risk 
factor? Is it a cause of disease? 
Not at all. The best explanation 
I’ve heard is that a risk factor is a 
condition in your life that may 
dispose you toward a particular 
ailment. 
If You Stop... 
If you stop doing whatever it is, 
you move yourself statistically 
into another group of people, 
people who may be less likely to 
get whatever disease you are 
talking about. But it’s no 
guarantee you won’t get it 
anyway. And, for that matter, 
living with a risk factor does not 
necessarily mean you will die of 
it. 
Doctors know, as a perfect 
example, that not all people with 
high levels of cholesterol in their 
blood will have a heart attack. 
Nor will all people with low 
cholesterols not have a heart 
attack. So it is all a might-and- 
maybe thing. Most physicians 
worry more if you have a com-. 
bination of several risk factors for 
a certain disease. 
But meantime, as a nutrition 
researcher, I worry about what 
may be the greatest risk factor of 
all-poor eating habits. 
We know that what children eat 
in early life can have profound 
effects on their brain develop­ 
ment, muscular coordination and 
behavior. Proper diet also helps 
children 
fight disease. 
More 
profoundly, we are learning that 
the diet of the pregnant woman 
will influence her newborn child’s 
resistance to infection long after it 
is born. And mothers may not 
have to be severely deficient in 
their nutrition for this to be so. 
Research at M.I.T. 
A nutrition research team at 
Massachusetts 
Institute 
of 
Technology, which has studied 
pregnant women, suggests that 
nutritional deficiencies during 
pregnancy can impair the im­ 
mune defenses not just of the fetus 
but of the mother, and that this 
immune damage can be reversed 
by improving the mother’s diet. 
“Particularly crucial,” says 
MIT 
Nutritionist 
Paul 
M. 
Newberne, are those nutrients 
that may be marginally present in 
the diet, yet needed by the fetus to 
develop its immune system...The

The term “risk factor” is one 
the public is becoming more and 
more conscious of. Smoking is 
considered a risk factor in heart 
disease. So is high blood pressure. 
As is a family history of heart 
disease. 
Certainly, most everyone now 
knows that diet may be involved. 
Eating too much fat, or too much 
sugar, for instance, is referred to 
as a risk factor. But what is a risk 
factor ? Is it a cause of disease ? 
Not at all. The best explanation 
I’ve heard is that a risk factor is a 
condition in your life that may 
dispose you toward a particular 
ailment. 
If You Stop... 
If you stop doing whatever it is, 
you move yourself statistically 
into another group of people, 
people who may be less likely to 
get whatever disease you are 
talking 
about. 
But 
it’s 
no 
guarantee 
you 
won’t 
get 
it 
anyway. And, for that matter, 
living with a risk factor does not 
necessarily mean you will die of 
it. 
Doctors know, as a perfect 
example, that not all people with 
high levels of cholesterol in their 
blood will have a heart attack. 
Nor will all people with low 
cholesterols not have a heart 
attack. So it is all a might-and- 
maybe thing. Most physicians 
worry more if you have a com -. 
bination of several risk factors for 
a certain disease. 
But meantime, as a nutrition 
researcher, I worry about what 
may be the greatest risk factor of 
all-poor eating habits. 
We know that what children eat 
in early life can have profound 
effects on their brain develop­ 
ment, muscular coordination and 
behavior. Proper diet also helps 
children 
fight 
disease. 
More 
profoundly, we are learning that 
the diet of the pregnant woman 
will influence her newborn child’s 
resistance to infection long after it 
is born. And mothers may not 
have to be severely deficient in 
their nutrition for this to be so.

March of Dimes 


Launches New 
Research 
Program

Bringing the front lines of 
the war against birth defects 
into patient care clinics is the 
aim of a new research support 
program of The National 
Foundation-March of Dimes. 
Birth defects research in­ 
volves some of today’s most 
rapidly changing frontiers in 
biology, such as biochemical 
genetics, cell biology, brain 
metabolism, and complex in­ 
teractions within the immune 
system. 
The new March of Dimes 
Clinical Research grants fill a 
logical position between our 
General Research and Medi­ 
cal Service Programs by 
speeding up delivery of ad­ 
vanced, creative concepts in 
biology to patients affected 
by, or at risk for, birth defects. 
The program, which began 
last April, provides $599,531 
to support the work of 27 phy- 
sician-investigators with spe­ 
cial qualifications in both 
basic science and patient care. 


New Drug 


An example is pediatric 
endocrinologist Kenneth H. 
Gabbay, M.D., of Children’s 
Hospital Medical Center in 
Boston. He is investigating the 
possible role of sugar-alcohols 
in the unexplained eye, kid­ 
ney, nerve, and blood vessel 
damage which affects many 
diabetics despite good medi­ 
cal control of blood sugar 
levels with insulin. 
Dr. Gabbay will also test a 
new drug which blocks sugar- 
alcohol formation without 
harmful side effects in ani­ 
mals. He hopes the drug will 
prevent the long-term degen­ 
erative effects of juvenile dia­ 


betes and another disorder of 
sugar metabolism, galactose­ 
mia. 


Subtle Damage 


Dr. Charles A. Alford Jr., 
microbiologist and pediatri­ 
cian at the University of 
Alabama in Birmingham, is 
conducting a long-term study 
of children congenitally in­ 
fected with cytomegalovirus, 
or CMV, found in 5 to 10 per 
cent of newborn babies. Most 
infected children appear nor­ 
mal, but there is evidence that 
CMV does subtle damage to 
the brain, sense organs, and 
immune system. Infection 
often persists for months or 
years, and only long-term 
study can reveal its effects and 
the need for effective action to 
prevent it. 
At Creighton University in 
Omaha, Dr. J. Kenneth Herd 
will test the safety and effec­ 
tiveness of hyaluronidase, an 
enzyme which breaks down 
complex sugars called muco­ 
polysaccharides, for treatment 
of a group of diseases caused 
by a build-up of MPS in var­ 
ious organs. The disorders 
lead to severe eye, heart, and 
brain damage which Dr. Herd 
hopes can be halted or re­ 
versed by enzyme treatment. 
Birth defects exact a formi­ 
dable cost from society as a 
whole in unproductive lives, 
medical and institutional ex­ 
penses, and human suffering. 
By relating research to pa­ 
tient treatment we believe we 
can hasten the pace, often ag­ 
onizingly slow, at which man­ 
kind is approaching a day 
when every infant’s birthright 
includes^ whole mind in a 
healthy body.

Program

Bringing the front lines of 
the war against birth defects 
into patient care clinics is the 
aim of a new research support 
program of T h e N a tio n a l 
Foundation-March of Dimes. 
Birth defects research in­ 
volves some of today’s most 
rapidly changing frontiers in 
biology, such as biochemical 
genetics, cell biology, brain 
metabolism, and complex in­ 
teractions within the immune 
system. 
The new M arch of Dimes 
Clinical Research grants fill a 
logical position between our 
General Research and M edi­ 
cal S e r v ic e P ro g ra m s by 
speeding up delivery of ad­ 
vanced, creative concepts in 
biology to patients affected 
by, or at risk for, birth defects. 
The program, which began 
last April, provides $599,531 
to support the work of 27 phy- 
sician-investigators with spe­ 
cial qualifications in both 
basic science and patient care. 


New Drug 


A n exam ple is p e d ia tric 
endocrinologist Kenneth H. 
Gabbay, M .D., of Children’s 
Hospital M edical Center in 
Boston. H e is investigating the 
possible role of sugar-alcohols 
in the unexplained eye, kid­ 
ney, nerve, and blood vessel 
damage which affects many 
diabetics despite good medi­ 
cal control of blood sugar 
levels with insulin. 
Dr. Gabbay will also test a 
new drug which blocks sugar- 
alco h o l fo rm atio n w ith out 
harmful side effects in an i­ 
mals. He hopes the drug will 
prevent the long-term degen­ 
erative effects of juvenile dia­ 


betes and another disorder of 
sugar metabolism, galactose­ 
mia. 


Subtle Damage 


Dr. Charles A. Alford Jr., 
microbiologist and pediatri­ 
cia n at the U n iv e r s ity of 
Alabama in Birmingham, is 
conducting a long-term study 
of children congenitally in ­ 
fected with cytomegalovirus, 
or C M V , found in 5 to 10 per 
cent of newborn babies. Most 
infected children appear nor­ 
mal, but there is evidence that 
C M V does subtle damage to 
the brain, sense organs, and 
im mune system . Infection 
often persists for months or 
years, and on ly long-term 
study can reveal its effects and 
the need for effective action to 
prevent it. 
At Creighton University in 


Omaha, Dr. J . Kenneth Herd 
will test the safety and effec­ 
tiveness of hyaluronidase, an 
enzyme which breaks down 
complex sugars called muco­ 
polysaccharides, for treatment 
of a group of diseases caused 
by a build up of M P S in var­ 
ious organs. T h e disorders 
lead to severe eye, heart, and 
brain damage which Dr. Herd 
hopes can be halted or re­ 
versed by enzyme treatment. 
Birth defects exact a formi­ 
dable cost from society as a 
whole in unproductive lives, 
medical and institutional ex­ 
penses, and human suffering. 
B y relating research to pa­ 
tient treatment we believe we 
can hasten the pace, often ag­ 
onizingly slow, at which man­ 
kind is approaching a day 
when every infant’s birthright 
includes^» whole mind in a 
healthy body.

A year ago, onion farmers re­ 
ceived upwards of eight cents a 
pound, more than double what 
they are getting today, officials 
said. 
Meantime, retail onion prices 


also have dropped, although of­ 
ficial government figures were 
not available for December or 
early January. In the Was in- 
gton area yellow onions were 
advertised this week for 10 
cents a pound by at least one 
large food chain.
